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Robert ‘W. Fullerton, son of 8. H. 
Fullerton of 4569 West Pine boulevard, 
millionaire lumberman, surrendered to 
the police in New York Friday after he 
ad successfully eluded’ fer a year the 
efforts of District Attorney Jerome's 
detectives to bring him into court on a 
charge of abduction. 

The charge against Fullerton grew out 
of a “lark” while he was a student at 
Cornell University two years ago. He 
met Miss Gladys Hobart in New York, 
where he had gone with a number of his 
college friends. It is alleged that Ful- 
lerton. persuaded the girl to go with 
him to South America, but that when 
they arrived in Jamaica he refused to 
marry her and left her there without 
funds. 

Young Fullerton Is Indicted. 

An indictment was returned against 
him in the New Yerk courts after Miss 
Hobart had communicated with her 
family and told them of her plight. She 
was brought back to New York by per 
relatives. 

Shortly after the indictment was re- 
turned Fullerton went to Seattle, Wash., 
to work in a branch of his father’s 
business. His father said at the 
that he sent his son to Seattle not to 
escape the charge pending in New 
York, but beeause he needed him at the 
branch. 

District Attorney Jerome sent two de- 
tectives to Seattle to arrest Fullerton. 
The young man obtained passage on a 
boat bound for New . York. . He was 
taken off the boat by the detectives and 
placeé: under. arrest... was. ré-} 
leased because’ of the falluré of the 
New York authorities to obtain extra- 
ban 4 papers. 

Will Stand by Son. 

The father of the young man believes 
that the charge grew out of a black- 
mailing scheme.

FIRST WIFE ENDED LIF 
. 
Member of.Prominent St. Louis 
Family Dying in New 
York Hospital. 














Louls C, Bauduy, member of an old 
St. Louia_ family, is dying of illumi- 
nating gas poisoning at the Roosevelt 
Hospital in New York. His wife Rose 
was dead when the door of their room, 
heavy with the funies of gas, Was 
broken open at 1446 West Eighty-third 
street, New York, early Friday. 

This tragedy occurred within less 
than a year after the suicide of Bau- 
duy’s first wife, formerly Miss Bertha 
Sawyer of 3846 Delmar boulevard, who 
shot herself in her apartment in New 
York in February, 1907, at the hour (of 
the funeral of Ralph Tilton, editor of 
the Delinéator; whom she called in 
notes: written just before her death ‘“‘the 
best friend she had in the world.’’ 

The New York police are now trying 
to learn. whether the. asphyxiation of 
Mrs. ts and the probably fatal poi- 
soning of her young husband was 
planned as a double suicide, murder 
and suicide, 6r was an aceident. 

The presente of whisky bottles and 
glasses about the, rooni aré taken by 
the police to indicate that the couple 
had been drinking just before retiring 
and that they had been careless about 
the gas jet. 

Finds Couple in Bed, 

The boarding house where Bauduy 
lived with his seeond wife is conduct- 
ed by Mrs, Behr. She told the police 
that just before he retired, at 10 ps m 
Thursday, Bauduy requested that a 
pitcher of water be taken to the room. 

Mrs. Behr therself complied with that 
request and as she approached the door 
the detected the odor of gas.’ She called}, 


the door. 

The hushand and wife gwere in. their 
night clothes in bed. The wife was dead 
and the husband was unconscious. He 
was hurried to the hospital and the 
body of the wife was taken to a 
morgue. It was said that he has slight 
change, if any, to recover. 

Father Famous Neurologist. 

The Bauduy family has, been -promi- 
nent in St. Louis history. The young 
husband who is dying is a son of Dr. 
J. K. Bauduy, formerly of 2806 Olive 
street, a neurologist and specialist in 
nervous diseases, who enjoyed a wide 
reputation in his specialty. 

In the famous Duestrow murder trial 
he testified as an expert. He also has 
written many articles on nervous dis- 
eases and mental derangements. 

The Bauduy family left St. Louis four 
years ago. The doctor now is in Con- 
necticut, and Mrs. Bauduy is visiting 
relatives at Niagara Falls. 

Their daughter, Lalite, married Wil- 
liam Marion Reedy, editor of the Mirror. 
She died several years ago. Another 
daughter, Marie, married John Cecil 
Clay, the New York artist, and an- 
other daughter, Caddy, was for a time 
on the stage. Miss Bessie Bauduy is 
living in St. Louis with friends. Dr. 
J. K. Bauduy, a brother of the unfortu- 
nate young man, is in Connecticut. 

Louis Bauduy's first wife was well 
known as a girl in St. Louis, and had 
many friends in society, won during 
her schooldays at Mary Institute. Her 
father, C. H. Sawyer, still lives in St. 
Louis. 

About a year before she committed 
suicide, she and her husband separated. 
He went to Philadelphia and she re- 
mained in New York, optaining employ-| 
ment at an.express office. She boarded 
at 346 West Fifty-eighth street. 

First Wife’s Tragic Death, 


Ralph Tilton was a married man, 37s 
years old. He lived with his wife and 
child. at 738. West End avenue, New 
York. In February, 1907, he died of

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Dec. 11.—William 
Latura, a white man, known for ‘his 
hatred for negroes, whose revolver han- 
dle is disfigured with notches repre- 
senting men he has killed, added four 
more blacks to his death list early 
this morning. 
Latura walked into a saloon for ne- 
groes at. Fourth street and Beale ave- 
nue, shortly after midnight, threw open 
his overcoat, leisurely drew an auto- 
matic pistol and emptied it into a group 
of blacks gathered about a pool table 
in the rear of the room. 
He shot seven times. When he ceased 
firing three negroes were dead on’ the 
floor and four others, including a wom- 
ah, were’ wounded. One died in a hos- 
pital this morning. 
Has Killed Only OQne White Man. 
After a hasty survey of the floor to 
see how many had fallen, Latura ‘eft 
the saloon and, weapon in hand, saun- 
tered to a police station, where he sur- 
rendered. 
“T ghot *em, and that’s all there is 
to it,” was the only explanation he 
made. He was locked up on a charge 
of murder. 
Before Latura wanlimbered his weap- 
on in the saloon this merning, his rec- 
ord stood one white man killed and 
seven negroes killed or wounded. He 
was tried for the murder of the white 
man, a railroad fireman, six years ago, 
and was acquitted on a plea of seif- 
defense. He was acquitted on a similar 
defense whenever he went to trial for 
shooting a negro. 
Latura is a cousin of Sheriff F. L. 
Monteverde. The police say he had 
been drinking in various resorts in the 
Tenderloin before he reached the negro 
saloon owned by Hammett Ashford. 
His Companion Arrested. 
He was accompanied by “Punch” 
Wilson when he entered the place. 
After the smoke cleared away, “Punch” 
was found hiding in a shed, and he put

He had been in the restaurant three 
days, when a number of the employes 
of the place and some of its customers 
as well were stricken with the fever. 

The Health Department began an in- 
vestigation after the number of victims 
had reached nine. Moore was brought 
back to the Marine Hospital and exam-

“fine’’ and his complexion was clear and 
hig eyes bright. Wednesday and Thurs- 
day he was in the laboratory of the hos- 
pital, while the surgeons subjected his 
tlood to many different tests. 

The physicians say that the man is 
undoubtedly carrying around with him 
typhoid germs in great numbers. Why 
he is not prostrated himself they say 
they cannot understand. 

The physicians believe his condition 
to be so dangerous to others that noth- 
ing he touches is permitted to be 
touched by any other patient before it 
is thoroughly sterilized. Moore is in the 
best of spirits and says he never felt 
better in his life.. His temperature 
Thursday was slightly above normal 
and for that reason he was put to bed. 

Moore is a fine-looking specimen of 
manhood. He is six feet in height, 
weighs close to 200 pounds, and is woll 
developed. He was born 38 years ago 
in San Francisco and ran away to sea 
wifen a youth. 

“Y might have known something would 
happen to me,” he said to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter, Friday, ‘“‘when I left the 
navy. I am no good at anything except 
when at sea, That’s where I belong 
and I always feel like a fish on shore.” 

He has traveled around the world 
twice and been in every country on 
the globe. His hands, arms, breast and 
back are covered with specimens of the 
tattooer’s work.

Cannon may be defeated for re-election. 
This morning it is an even money bet- 

ting proposition. 

Judge Taft is the cause of “Uncle 
Joe's’ discomfiture. The President- 
elect for once has at leagt omitted the 
famous Taft smile. He took off the 
velvet glove and showed the mailed 
fist and generally raised cain with the 
long-time and self-satisfied leaders of 
legislation in Congress yesterday. 

The net result of the recent consulta- 
tions are these: - 

1, Speaker Canngh is “up in the air.” 
ble to get from Mr. 
Taft any assurance eitner that the 
President-elect will support him for re- 
election, or that he will not oppose 
him. The Speaker expected to attend 
the meeting of the Republican members 
of the Ways and Means Committee, but 
the meeting was by invitation at the 
heme of Representative Longworth and 
Mr. Cannon was not invited. 

2. Mr. Taft after a two-hour talk 
with the Republican members of the 
committee, impressed upon them the 
fact that they must act not only as a 
judicial body, receiving such evidence 
as is offered, but that they, if in sym- 
pathy with the Republican platform, 
must take the initiative and go out to 
get evidence and to put those who. have 
the evidence under oath. The Commit- 
tee agreed to do this. 


Taft to Be Consulted. 

$. Mr. Taft arranged with the Re- 
publican members of the committee for 
a system of reperts to be made to him 
from time to time:as the hearings pro- 
gress, and also arranged that any prob- 
lem that puzzles the committee should 
be submitted to him. j 

4. When it was suggested te Mr, Taft 
that the Sehate might block alj_the 
good that he could accomplish in the 
House Committee, some one said “It is 
up to the Senate,’’ Mr. Taft said: ‘Yes, 
and it is up. to somé one else,” in- 
dicating what he has said before, his 
purpose to veto any tariff bill that is 
not what he believes to be an earnest 
effort to revise the tariff. 

When asked about Mr. Cannon, the 
President-elect said that he had not 
gone into the question of House or- 
ganization yet. He said that he had 
talked with the Speaker and with other 
members about a lot more subjects than 
tariff revision, but that no definite cen- 
clusion had been reached. 


Taft Controls Situation. 

The truth is that the chances are 
even in Washington that Mr. Cannon 
will not be re-elected Speaker of the 
next House. Mr. Cannon himself is 
wperfectly cognizant of this fact. Mr. 
Taft has been encouraged since his ar- 
rival here in ‘the belief that he has Mr. 
Cannon beaten if he wishes to make the 
fight. * 

The point that Mr. Cannon and his 
friends have tried to gain has not been 
an-indorsement.by Mr. Taft, knowing 
that to be impossible; but they have 
tried to get him to keep hands off. The 
President-elect has refused to commit 
himself either way. 

It is known that the influence of Mr. 
Roosevelt with the next President has 
been against Cannen. . And this causes 
another complication, as Taft has not 
indiacted to the President what he will 
do. Concretely, the President-elect has 
found

‘THE END OF F ESPIONAGE. 
Republics have usually regarded a secret pibica 
establishment as an engine of oppression. In his- 
tory, wherever we encounter despotic power, we 
find closely allied with it a mysterious and sub- 
servient police system. The term “secret police” is 
synonymous with. sneaking espionage, rifling of 
the mails, midnight searches, conspiracy and arbi- 
trary arrests. Tyrants have tools, but there 
is none that is readier, keen meaner than a 
secret police. 

More than forty years ago, in time of war, when’ 
the Government was taxing nearly everything in 
sight and when its printing presses were running 
day and night in the production of “money,” Con- 
gress authorized the organization of a small secret 
service in connection with the Treasury for the 
purpose of apprehending counterfeiters and those 
who were defrauding the revenue. 

From this small beginning has grown an inati- 
tution, which, quadrupled in size and importance 
in Mr. Roosevelt’s day, now operates under every 
department of government and in all parts of the 
country. Not long ago it was shown that its men 
had been employed in Washington to obtain evi- 
dence against the wife of a Federal officer for use 
in a divorce case. When the President moves from 
one place to another he is surrounded by its 
agents. Oyster Bay in summer is picketed by 
secret service men, as is the White House in win- 
ter. So far as the detection of crime is concerned, 
no duty devolves upon this dark lantern bureau 
that could not be better performed by men openly 
responsible to the people. 

Congress took this view of the matter at its last’ 
session when it passed a law forbidding the deta!l 
of secret service agents from the Treasury De- 
partment. That means that henceforth Federal of- 
ficers who want sleuths to trail their enemies, to 
watch indiscreet wives, to report on political en- 
terprises, to guard them when they loaf or hunt 
or fish, to prosecute somehody or to engage in all- 
around smelling tours, cannot have them at pub‘ 
lic expense. 

As th@ man who has done more than any other 
to develop this dangerous abuse, Mr. Roosevelt 
naturally makes a loud complaint about its aboil- 
tion, but the will of Congress must: prevail. 
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IN EARNEST FOR DEEP WATER: 

The interest aroused by the meeting of the Deep 
Waterway Association at Washington, where 3500 
enthusiastic delegates from all the stateg are as- 
sembled, makes it plain that the enterprise has 
caught the imagination of-the people and will be 
pushed through in spite df any obstacles thrown in 
the way by politicians or adverse special interests. 

It is a question of pressing importance whether 
the railway mileage shall be doubled in order to 
take care of low-class, unprofitable freight or the 
interior waterways made aavigable. The railway 
companies certainly have no interest in greatly in- 
creasing their mileage for that purpose, but it is 
just as certain that provision must be made speed- 
ily for such .traffic. The congestion on all the 
roads two years ago, when there were not cars 
enough in the country to move the traffic, demon- 
strates that. 

There is now an energetic public sentiment, 
clearly ‘defined, which, demands immediate action 
by Congress. In its first stages provision should 
be made exclusively for the interior waterways 
which serve those sections far removed from the 
sea. The proposal to provide the money by a bond 
issue igs a necessary part of a plan which con- 
templates systematic and continuous work. The 
country has had quite enough of fitful appropfia- 
tions for river improvements and consequent frag- 

mentary work which usually is never completed. 
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LOCHINVAR’S BREAD AND BUTTER. 

The married life of that young St. Louis couple 
who undutifully eloped to Clayton and were there 
bound together in Gretna Green bonds, yet duti- 
fully returned to town in time for the groom to 
remain “on his job” as a violinist in the Olympic 
Theater orchestra that same evening, should at 
least be materially prosperous.

Collins is the distance phenom of the 
year. Perhaps he will try for the real 
Marathon that will be run in Athens, 
and it will take a great record breaker 
to beat him. The Athens Marathon, 
run over the historic road that was 
covered -~y that famous Athenian 4ol- 
dier, 2000 years ago, is the greatest ath- 
letic eyent the world has to offer, and 
the winner of it has a right to retire 
on his laurels, as did Sherring of Can- 
ada. It is an honor worth years of 
hard training. 

Here we are 11,500 miles from a great 
world’s championship fight. It’s a cu- 
rious thing that two Americans, one 
white and the other wlack, should go 
half way around the world to fight.

First Sermon on the 
Crime of Society. 





CHICAGO, Dee. 11.—Pat Crowe, whose 


lawless career came to a climax in the 
kidnaping of Eddie Cudahy, made his 
debut last night as an evangelist be- 
fore an audience in - Evanston. The 
meeting was held under the auspices 
of the W. C. T. U. Prison Reform 
League. Crowe grew eloquent in a plea 
to citizens to aid in prison reform and 
stop the manufacture of criminals in 
reform schools and penitentiaries. 

As he spoke a baby’s voice in the rear 
of the hall frequently interrupted him. 


“That’s my baby making that noise,” } 


Crowe explained. “I hope I can live to 
give it a good education and make of it 
a good citizen. 

“The Crime of Society in Dealing With 
the Criminal” was the subject of 
Crowe's “‘maiden gospel effort.” 

Woman Converted Crowe, 

Crowe’s reclamation is oneg¢of the 


deeds that bring happiness to the pa-} 


tient and tireless missionary. Found by 
Mrs. Fannie McG. Woodmansee in his 
home at the psychological moment, 
when he was overcome with remorse 
after a debauch, Crowe gave attentive 
ear to the Prison Superintendent of the 
Cook County Women’s Christian Tem- 
perance Union. He had just read the 
announcement of a sermon to be de- 
livered by the Bishop who preached his 
mother’s funeral sermon years ago. 

Mrs. Woodmansee told Crowe that 
‘God needs you in His service.”’ 

Crowe was deeply affected. The mis- 
sionary recounted her prison work. As 
she finished, tears filled the eyes of the 
listener. 

Mrs. Woodmansee offered to do all in 
her power. She quoted hopeful pas- 
sages in the Bible. Soothed by the 
promise of life and ~wredemption, men- 
tioned in the’ Scriptures, Cro was 
urged to confer with Dr. E. L. Eaton of 
the Emmanuel _ M. E. Church, Evans- 
ton, who had been greately interested 
in missionary work in prisons. 

The meeting was arranged. Crowe told 
the pastor of his doubts and of his men- 
tal anguish concerning the fate of boys 
who were sentenced in the Juvenile 
Court. He professed conversion and 
asked how he might help in saving 
others from becoming criminals.
